CAMPBLKTOWN,  June  3. 
A  mr.  George  Thompfon,  a  man  of 
property,  is  jult  arrived  in  town  trom 
nrar  Glenarm.  He  was  obliged  to  fly 
from  hii  houfe  laft  evening.  He  brings 
accounts,  that  in  the  North  of  Ireland, 
from  Coleraine  to  Lame,  the  Infur- 
gents  were  all  aflembling,  armed  in 
the  bell  manner  they  could. 

GLASGOW,  June  12. 

All  communication  between  Donag- 
liaclee  and  Portpatrick  is  (topped  for 
the  prefent.  The  packet  with  the 
mail  failed  from  Carrickfei  gus. 

On  Sunday  an  exprefs  arrived  at 
Ary  to  Gen.  Drufnmond,  which  occali- 
oncd  the  immediate  march  of  the  Lan- 
cafhirc  Light  Dragoons  for  Fortpat- 
rick, to  embark  for  Ireland.  The 
Durham  Cavalry  marched  yefterday 
from  Dumfries  on  the  fame  route,  and 
are  to  proceed  by  forced  marches. 

The  fir  ft  battalion  of  the  Royals, 
quartered  at  Stirling,  march  to-mor- 
row,  on  their  route  to  Ireland. 

BELFAST,  June  12. 
Saturday  morning  colonel  Staple- 
ton  having  received  intimation  of  a 
number  of  people  aflembled  at  Saint- 
lield  and  neighbourhood,  he  fet  out 
lor  Newtnnurds  with  a  detachment  of 
the  York  fencible  regiment,  accompa- 
nied by  the  Newtownards  and  Cumber 
"Yeoman  cavalry  and  infantry,  alto- 
gether  about  320  men,  and  two  field 
pieces. 

About  half  patt  four  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  this  little  army  fell  in  with 
21  body  of  fhe  rebels,  amounting  to  be- 
tween fix  and  (even  thoufand,  near 
Saintfield.  The  light  infantry  com- 
manded by  captain  Chetwynd,  ad- 
vanced with  gallantry  to  the  height 
©n  the  light,  which  having  gained,  he 
»a»  attacked  by  a  body  of  not  lefs 
than  3000  men,  the  front  armed  w  ith 
pikes,  and  the  center  and  rear  with 
mufkets.whofe  fire  galled  then*  fevere- 
3y,  till  the  body  of  the  tioops  and  field 
pieces  came  up,  when  the  rebels  were 
routed  with  very  great  (laughter. 

The  rebels,  by  their  own  account, 
loft  upwardsof  500  men,  among  whom 
■were  feveral  of  their  leaders. 

The  infurgents  have  been  in  pofef- 
rfion  of  Donaghade  for  fome  days. 

HAMBURGH,  June  1. 
Letters  from  Holland,  arrived  to- 
day, contain  the  mod  (hocking  details 
©f  new  attrocities  committed  by  the 
Krencii  in  Switzerland:  One  hundred 
thirty -three  villages,  and  feven- 
teen  towns  have  been  entirely  dellroy- 
eu  and  deferred.  Sion,the  principal 
town  of  the  Valais,  was  plundered 
during  twenty-f.nl*  hours,  and  after- 
wards compleatly  burnt.  The  women 
"were  dragged  into  the  ftreets  naked, 
aud  after  the  mott  brutal  infults, 
thrown  over  into  the  (lames.  Above 
forty  children  were  ftaboed;  wirhbay- 
©nets. 

The  fermentation  is  fo  violent,  that 
Ochs,  the  new  modeller  of  the  t:?)^z- 
tic  republic,  is  afraid  to  appear  in  pub- 


lic; the  French  have  gu'en  him  s. 
guard  for  his  perfon,  otherwife  he 
would  be  torn  in  pieces. 

According  to  the  Vienna  Gazette, 
the  Turkilh  tioops,  in  the  late  battle 
with  Palfawan  Oglu,  are  faid  to  have 
loft  3CC0  men,  with  ten  cannon  and 
two  mortars.  The  Beglelbeg  nf 
had  his  pipe  fnotout  of  his  mouth,  and 
immediately  retreated  with  the  choic- 
elt  oi  the  Afiatic  troops.  The  captain 
Pacha,  however,  who,  on  the  1 21  fl  ulr. 
ai  rived  at  Cei(loW,has  marched  ngai-nft 
the  rebels  with  a  numerous  army,  with 
which  a  flotilla  will  co-operate.  The 
Grand  Seignor  has  fet  the  pric;  of 
50,000  on  the  head  of  Pajlawttn  Oglu. 

PETERSBLRGH,  May  i  c. 
Our  Court  Gazette,  of  'this  day, 
contains  an  ordinance  of  his  imperial 
majelty,  forbidding,  under  lhic't  pen- 
tlties,  any  manufacturer  to  make  tri- 
colored  ribbands,  or  any  dealer  to  fell 
them.  This  ordinance  is  (igned  by 
Prince  Alexis  Rurakin. 


BOSTON,  Augult  24. 

Yefterday  arrived  in  town  from 
Bayonne,  via  Marblchead,  Mr.  Hinck- 
ley, late  mare  of  the  Galen.  He  brot 
no  paper'!,  but  informs  that  lie  had

I  ine  the  dutiful  and  Ibfti  addreiies  which 
I  have  been  prefented  by  filch  meetings, 
J  and  the  gracious  aa.fvrcri  which  have 
i   been  given*  to  them  by  the  preudeht, 
I  you  will  find  that  many  of  them  ex- 
[  prefsly  advocate  the  'propriety  of  fuch 
\  meetings.     An   ad.lrefs  from    44  The

I  fry,  and  a  dumber  of  private  gentle- 
men or  the  fame  diUrict,"  contains 
t  this  claUfe  1      Although  we  deem  it 
I  improper,  on  ordinary  occalions,  for

aJittle  utility,  for  all  tire  people  to  af> 
Hkmbfe  and  exprefs*  their  opinions  on 
Jjfcitblic  mea*frrres  in  the  ordinary  courfe 
H>f  things— nor  could  the  nece;.'"..;  v  in 
Bonn  \t  ion  be  collected  and  prefented 
w  all  ;  but  upon  great  occ  iiions  like 
"#hc  prefent,  when  every  encpiiring  and 
™ht!)kii7g  mind  is  irrefutably  drawn  to 
■She  ft  ate  of  the  nation,  a'rid  Hpecia'iv 
^■ien  the  government  itfelf  is  fo  ma- 
jmfsdly  attacked*,  there  feems  to  be  a 
■t.v/.i.7'-  propriety  in  the  declar::' :c:i  of 
^fcnti  units."    How  then  c  1 1  thtVpar- 
SSjy,  with  -vh  >m  t!i,>  prettdent's opinion 
Wi'l  declaration  are  of  mnrc  weight 
.■■ban  the  conltitution  itfelf,  now  ob- 


ject to  fuch  meetings,  dv  to  th* Lctifcof- 

lion  of  pubjic  meaiures  In  them,  liu^ 
perhaps  they  fuppofe  tl\nt  they  are 
lawful  only  as  far  as  they  are  per- 
mitted by  the  prefidenr,  and  *h at  he 
intended  only  to  authorife  fijefa  as 
were  held  for  the  purpofe  of  aprn  ov 
ing,  not  of  condemning  and  renioof- 
t>  ating  agfiintl  j>ublic  meaf'trcs;  and 
theretot  e  tbatitny  handful  of  citizens 
who  do  approve,  have  a  right  to  afiem- 
ble  in  this  manner,  although  thn  right 
is  denied  to  tl\oufands  ofyou,  becauf? 
you  difapprove  thole  menfures.  If 
thefe  are  theiV  fentiments  they  cannot 
inflaence  your  conduct  ;  you  know 
that  it  is  both  the  drty  and  the  right 
of  freemen  to  afieinble  and  deliberate 
on  the  conducl  of  pttbiir  fcrvattts . 

It  is  their  duty,  becauie  there  is  no 
other  effectual  mode  by  which  the  peo- 
ple can  communicate  to  each  other 
theft  l  r.::ments,  01  demand  a  change 
of  meafures  when  they  dtfapprov'c  the 
conduct  of  their  fer\ants.  it  is  alfo 
tlieir  right,  becatife  they  have  not  on- 
ly not  reliiiaoifliefj  this  power,  but 
have  it  cxprefsly  acknowledged  and 
fecured  to  them  by  the  federal  as  well 
asbytheflate  c-nltitution. — The  fed- 
eral conltitution  deciares,  that  "Con- 
grefs  (hall  make  no  law  relbi  cting  an 
eltablimment  of  religion,  or  prohibit* 
in'g  tne  free  exercife  thereof,  or  a- 
bridging  the  fteedom  of  fpeech,  or  of 
the  prefs  ;  or  the  right  ot  the  people 
peaceably  to  affcwblt ,  and  to  petition 
the  government  for  a  redrefsof  griev- 
ances." The  (late  conllitution  fays, 
"  That  the  citizens  h-ve  a  light  in  a 
peaceable  manner  to  atfemble  together 
for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply 
to  thofe  invelled  with  the  powers  of 
government,  for  a  rcdrefs  of  griev- 
ances, or  o'lier  proper  purpofe^  by 
petition,  addrefs  or  remonllrance." 
You  do  not  therofore  hold  th.is  privi- 
Irge  at  the  '.ill  and  pleafure  of  any 
preftdent  :  it  v/as  not  conl'erretl  by 
him,  neither  has  he  any  authority  to 
deprive  you  of  it :  and  you  will  never 
fuller  yourfelves  to  be  deterred  from 
excrcifing  it,  by  fnggedions  fo  deltrtic- 
tive  to  the  principles  of  liberty,  ai  d 
proceeding  from  thofe  who  wlfll  to  fee 
liberty  herfelf  laid  prb.'traie  at  the 
feet  of  the  prefident. 

The  fame  parry  is  clamorous  againfl 
any  declarations  either  public  or  pri- 
vate, which  are  made  in  this  country, 
as  to  the  necelhty  of  providing  your- 
felves with  arms.:  and  they  declare, 
that  exhortations  to  that  effect  pro- 
ceed from  a  wifjj  to  arm  the  people 
fgainfi  their  own  government.  Here 
alfo  they  hold  out  as  criminal  in  you, 
a  conduct  recommended  by  the  gov- 
ernment itfelf,  adopted  by  feverai  of 
the  ltate  legiflatnres,  and  purfued  by 
the  people  ia  every  other  part  of  the 
United  States.  Ycur  government  tells 
you,  that  your  country  is  in  the  molt 
imminent  danger  ;  the  prefident  calls 
out,— to  arms— to  arms;— all  the  reft 
of  America  are  putting  themfelves  in 
a  polture  of  defence  ;  and  yet  it  is 
reprefented  as  unwarrantable  in  you 
to  make  any  attempts  of  the  fame 
kin).  The  being  armed  for  their  de- 
fence, 'a  the  greatelt  privilege  a  free 
people  can  enjoy  ;  becaufe  it  is  tfie 
only  real  fc-urity  for  the  preservation 
of  any  privilege.  In  vain  does  a  con- 
ltitution declare;,  that  the  people  of  a 
country  are  entitled  to  certain  pi  M. 
leges,  if  the  people  are  not  in  a  filia- 
tion to  enforce  their  claim  to  thofe 
pii.ileges.  The  conllitution  can  do 
nothing  more  than  define  thofe  privi- 
leges, it  riiuft  leave  it  to  the  people 
tliemfelves  to  afiert  and  defend  I  hem  ; 
but  this  cannot  be  done  by  a  people 
who  are  unarmed.  The  neceiiity  of 
having  the  people  armed,  always  'lu- 
cre ales  with  the  profpeel  of  danger 
either  from  without,  as  when  a  for- 
eign power  threatens  the  country, 
or  from  within,  as  wlien  the  privlle-  f 
ges  of  the  people  are  attacked  j  6"  ' 
wlren  (landing  armies  are  introduce 
or  greatly  irfcreafed.  Standing  ar- 
mies are  fuch  dangerous  and  deadly 
foes^  to  liberty,  that  whenever  one 
foldier  is  ordered  to  be  railed,  ten 
mnfkets  ought  to  be  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  militia.  The  militia-man  may 
(lumber,  —  he  may  be  deceived  :  but 
the  foi  lier  is  always  at  his  poll,  and 
ready  to  obey  any  orders  he  may  de- 
ceive from  thofe  who  i-.re  ever  on  the 
watch  for  the  molt  favorable  moment 
in  which' he  may  be  ufed  for  the  de 
(trucftion  of  liberty.  The  framers  of 
our  conltifations  deepfy  imprelfedi 
with  the  importrnre  of  t he  privilege 
to  the  fecurity  cf  liberty,  have  made 
the  molt  noe.pivoc  il  deckirat ions  (); 
the  people'*  t  ight  to  enjoy  this  privi- 
lege. The  federal  conltitution  de- 
clares, that  'mt  well  regulated  militia 


being-  perclFiry  to  the  fecurity  of  a 
free  (tare,  the  right  of  the  people  to 
keep  and  bear  arms  f li all  not  be  in- 

fringed';'  and  the  Hate  confutation 
fays,  that  1  the  right  of  the  citizens 
to  bear  arms  in  defence  of  themfelves 
and  the  ltate,  (ball  not  be  quelli oned.' 
It  i3  therefore  not  only  your  right 
but  your  indifpenfibie  duty  alfo  to  be 
armed  ;  and  there  cah  be  no  quell  ion 
but  that  your  patriotic  legifiature 
ill  make  ufe  of  every  pollible  exer- 
tion to  place  the  freemen  of  this  Hate 
in  if  is  qeuV.able  lituation. 

1  he  right  of  affemblir.g  to  remon- 
(trate  r.gainft  grievances,  and  thr.r  of 
providing  and  bearing  rrms  for  your 
own  defence  and  that  of  your  coun- 
try, being  then  undoubted  and  all 
important,  you  ought  to  treat  with 
thr  utmolt  contempt,  all  who  call 
thefe  rights  into  queltior  ;  and  you 
mould  declare  with  that  undaunted 
lii  mnefs,  w  hich  ought  to  be  poffeUcd 
by  every  freeman,  w  hen  claimingand 
exercifing  fuch  impoi  tai't  privileges, 
that  you  will,  whenever  you  fliall 
deem  it  expedient  and  necefiary,  af- 
fembic  together  for.  the  purpofe  of 
exaoiin'tig  into,  cenl'nring  and  re- 
moaf^ratlng  againft  the  improper 
conduct  or  your  public  jefvanti  ;  and 
that  \i>  .  ill  provide  yourfelves  with 
fuch  ar:v.s  as  may  be  neceffary  to  de- 
fend yourfelves,  your  liberties,  your 
country  and  ks  conltitution.

One  (warm  wa-,  hived  a:ni 
carried  more  than  a  mile,  but  within  a  day  or 
tw»  left  the  hive  and  returned  to  the  genera! 
fitting,  j  hey  were  lb  ineflenfive  thit  they  weir 
removed  and  diihicbed  with  the  naked  hand, 
without  attempting  to  (ling  an-  •  erfon.  hfoet 
many  tiuitlels  attempts  to  lecr.ie  then:  inmves, 
matches  of  brimftone  were  applied  to  ti.e  heap, 
in  order  to  deltroy  tliem,  for  fear  they  fnould 
plunder  the  judge's  bees;  in  confequerce  of 
which  they  began  to  d'nperfe.  The  above  in 
formation  may  be  rclieJ  on  }  we  having  r-:r<  iv- 
cd  it  through  feverai  refpectable  channels,  one 
of 'which  was  a  gentleman  who  IivCs  \\ithin  a 
mile  of* judge  M'Nary's,  and  on  whole  veracity 
wc  may  repole  entire  confidence. 

This  is  certainly  one  of  the  mof:  fingular  e 
verts  in  natural  bitlory.  To  many  it  may  ap- 
pear ominous  of  !bme  phyfical,  or  national  cala 
mity,  and  from  this  circiiinftance  the  fuperftiti- 
ous  may  be  difpofed  to  predicVwar,  peftilence, 
(amine,  ire.  Some  forcible  motive,  however, 
for  this  extraordinary  convention  cxifts— a  mo- 
tive which  cannot  perhaps  be  afcertained  by  be- 
ings who  arc  fo  little  acquainted  with  the  oc-to- 
nomy  of  h.  es  as  we. 

Many  have  alledgedj  from  the  difplay  of  their 
ingenuity,  that  in  the  department  of  fclence  to 
which  nature  has  routined  their  facilities,  they 
are  beings  of  fuper'or  intelligence  to  man;  and 
perhaps  they  may  be  conltitutionally  endowed 
with  afpitit  of  divination  ;  as  many  animals'  and 
p'.rticuiarly  for.ie  fpecies  of  birds,  are  well  luiown. 
to  indicate,  either  by  their  actions  or  the  1  cries, 
the  approach  of  ftbrmsj  the  lb"eiity  of -winters, 
&c.  VVbuld  it  then  be  -abl'nrd  to  hazard  a  con- 
jecture that  thefe  intt-llipietit  creftturesj  i'orefee 
the  approach  of  an  enccilive  drought,  which 
will  deftroy  the  flowers,  or  a  (Severe  winter, 
againit  which  they  are  but  ihdifferently  accom- 
modated, find  that  they  have  thus  converted  to 
confult  upon  the  molt  practicable  mc?.vs  <  1'  a- 
vo'ding  the  evil?  But  thefe  ideas  perhaps  fa- 
vor too  much  of  the  miraculous,  and  this  con- 
vention may  perhaps  rather  be  imputed  to  (ome 
local  exilting  crufe,out  of  tho  reach  of  our  in- 
veftiga-ion,  than  to  any  faculty  dt prediction  in 
the  bees.  Simih'r  congregationsCf  hawks  have 
been  recorded,  and  tho;"e  of  pigeons,  wiid-geefe, 
crows,  &ic.  arc  common.
